Delhi. War can ba prevented 
and, In our nuclear ago, it must 
bo prevented, peace Bhould be 
everlasting. It is worth going 
all out to achieves this aim. War 
anywhere In the world, even on 
a •'limited" scale, will work 
worldwide material damage. 
War between great powers pos- 
sessing nuclear weapons will 
mean the destruction of civiliza- 
tion, said Indira Gandhi In an 
interview with Lev Tolkunov.

If we ara to evaluate Ihe Rea-

particular. Whet Is more, there 
was an unprecedented growth oi 
anll-milltary, mostly anfi-Amerlc- 
an, sentiment to West European 
countries; a sentiment which was 
undoubtedly given a major boost 
by ifatemenfs emanating from 
President Reagan himself that the 
United Slates did not exclude 
Iho possibility ol a "limited" 
nuclear war to Europe. This pro- 
mised the Americans a political 
situation In which they would ap- 
pear to be the msfn trouble- 
makers, 

II Is hardly accidental, there- 
fore, lhal since Ihe autumn, Wa- 
shington has somewhat mpdlfied 
Ihe (one of Its rhetoric and has 
decided to resume negotiations 
on madliim-renge systems In Eu- 
rope. The future wilt show 
whether the United States is 
ready, and not merely in words, to 
work (dr progress in this area.

In places such as /he mfddfe reaches ol the Ob River 
or South-West Yakutia, areas ol large-scale Industrial 
expansion, lha population has advanced remarkably 
over a period ol a lew years. In the Khanly- Mansi 
Autonomous Area, the population expanded five times 
during the years 1950 to 1979. Several clusters hi 
new towns and villages were built. For Instance, the 
town ol Surgut grew enormously and, by the beginning 
of 1980, housed 121 thousand people compared wifii 
6,000 in (950. The population ol Nizhnevartovsk, Ihe 
other large town In this region, reached 122 fhousund, 
repfacing ihe sinaif village In 1959. Today lliesc lawns 
provide the basis lor the lurther development ol numer- 
ous rciVntfy discovered oil and gas Helds. 

By 1970. compared with 1965, the population of fha 
northern ureas had increased by 0.6 million people. 
In the early 70s. the Increment totalled 0.9 million peo- 
ple. Over /fie past four years II has increased In the same 
proportions. Six new towns were bnih over the Hrst 
five year 5, In I he tallowing live years I hey increased 
by 32. and In ihe past four years by 36. This con- 
stitutes onc-faurfh of all new towns In this . country 
built over the past lew years, although only three per 
cent ol all Ihe Soviet population live In the North.

Noted Sovlel writer Vasily Belov won Ihi 
1 118 1 Sialo Price (or Iho colleclion o( his recon 
works. 

Belov commenced bis literary career with 
stories depleting rural I He. wliirh admittedly l‘ 
not nn original aubjocl. Bui bis works, parll 
rularly the novel "The Usual Thing" (lOflfl) 
began a new wove in country prose, which 
Ionised entirely on (ho Hies or country folk. 

The Usual Thing" contains a frequently used 
plot, telling ot the hardships ol o farmer, wlm 
has been through the war. Ivan Alrikanovlcli 
(lie main character, and his wife Katerina shoul- 
der the enormous burden o| reluming count rj 
tile to normal. Ivan then must undergo I he 
draiiid caused by the tragic death ol Ids wlfn 
and I* left alone with nine children to bring up. 

One feature of Belov's style Is that Hie des- 
cription or human setharks does not form an 
end In itself. The novel show’s the tenacity ol 
people like Ivan Alrlkanovlch, Ills ability to 
Ini happy and mako other people happy and the 
-strenglli to lace life's dlEIIcnltlns os a matter of 
Miullne. Uelov's line humour lends his account 
.1 special li ulhluluess and credibility. 

In I he years Hint followed Belov wrote novels 
and short stories on subjects such as "The Car- 
penter's Stories", "Spring", ‘Former Years". 

* Manicure 1 ' and many others Improving his 
style through lime. Thu characters, country pan- 
pie, practice Ihelr original habits and Innguago. 
They are very (rue to life since lha wrller was 
born fu the heart of (he Vologda Region, from 
where Ills characters were taken, and continues 
to live In Vologda, an old Russian town. 

Apart from 111? country storlas his repertoire 
Include* writings concerning urban life, like 
Upbringing Dr Spotk Style", "Meelingg In the 
Morning" and, particularly so, '‘The Lady with 
Ermine". The story's chief character Is a con- 
leinpoiary Intellectual, and Ibc writer gives an 
Inrlslve psychological account of (be hero's 
varying sentiments on contemplating 'The La'lv 
with Ermine”, this Renaissance masterpiece In 
Krakow's Malian al Museum. 
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Belov has a versatile and profound manner. 
Only recently he published I he "LbiI", a collec- 
tion of essays on folk aesthetics, all hi* elforta 
went Into the depletion of the life and customs 
ol ordinary people and It abounds In ethnogra- 
phic elements. 

His descriptions of such people's views of 
aesthetics and elides ot working and family re- 
lations and Man's relationships with Nature are 
veiy relevant to our lime. Belov’s writings re- 
veal that Ihe cultivation of feelings and lamlly 
relations In keeping with ihe principles of ordi- 
nary people’s morallly forms Iho root of all 
human understanding and peace on earth.
